fate of the treaty of peace and tho

Failure last night of all efforts 
to have the treaty ratified in some 
form by the senate, brought the situa­ 
tion just where it was six months ago 
when the [met was submitted to the 
upper house, and, technically, peace 
is no nearer than it was on armistice 
day over a year ago. 
'Fhe next move is up to the presi­ 
dent and today there was no intima­ 
tion of the course he would pursue. 
In any event, it is not believed there 
will be any developments until con­ 
gress reconvenes on December 1st in 
the regular session. 
The opinion of what may be expect­ 
ed then is divided. 
Senator Lodge 
declared that the failure of ratifica­ 
tion last night has killed the pact un­ 
less the president circumvents the 
senate rules by withdrawing it and 
submitting it at a new session next 
month.

county. It is doubtful if any other in 
dustry has made such rapid progress 
in so short a time. 
Within the short 
period of three years, the Texas long­ 
horn has been displaced by high grade 
shorthorn beef cattle, and farm ers are 
reaping great benefit from this indus­ 
try. 
The difference between growing 
beef cattle and engaging in dairying 
is marked. 
Instead of getting re­ 
turns for energy in nickels and dimes 
the farm er who growls beef cattle 
draws his money down in large sums 
and there is little or no work attach­ 
ed to growing beef cattle.

Whether Nebraska has the right to 
curtail the use of foreign languages 
in the state's schools as an Americani­ 
zation measure, is soon to be decided 
by the state supreme court. 
The question was presented to the 
court when the constitutionality of a 
law regulating the use 
of 
foreign 
languages in Nebraska schools, was 
a!tacked by the Nebraska district of 
the Evangelical Lutheran synod of 
Missouri, Ohio and other states, and 
by St. Francis Catholic church of 
south Omaha, whose attorneys charg­ 
ed among other things that the law 
was “a radical departure from our 
traditional policy grounded on liberty 
and toleration” and that its operation 
would interfere with religious liberty. 
Arguments in the case were heard 
by the supreme court today and a de­ 
cision is expected within a few weeks. 
The law, which applies to all pub­ 
lic, private, parochial and denomina­ 
tional schools provides: 
That foreign languages shall not 
be employed in giving instruction on 
any subject to pupils below the ninth 
grade. 
That foreign languages 
may 
be 
taught as languages in the ninth and 
higher grades. 
That foreign languages may be em­ 
ployed in the ninth and higher grades 
insofar as the teaching of such lan­ 
guage may require, but may not be 
used as a medium of instruction in 
any other subjects. 
Test of the law’s validity was made 
on appeal by the church organizations 
from district court at Omaha which 
refused their request for an order re­ 
straining state officers from enforc­ 
ing its provisions. 
Tn their applica­ 
tion for the restraining order it was 
set forth that the Lutheran organiza­ 
tion had 
200 
parochial 
schools in 
Nebraska and that German concn r- 
rently with English was being taught 
in some of them but only to instruct 
in matters of religion and morals. In 
a parochial school maintained' by the 
parish of St. Francis church, Polish 
was taught along with English in re­ 
ligious instruction below the seventh 
grade. 
Use of these foreign lan­ 
guages, it was contended, was neces­ 
sary to enable students to receive 
religious instruction from their par­ 
ents.
